baby could be prosecuted 
for murder under a 
bill 
which today reached the 
Assembly floor. 
Approved Wednesday by 
the 
Criminal 
Procedure 
Committee, the measure bv 
Craig Biddle, R-Riverside, 
would 
include 
unborn 
fetuses in the definition ol 
human being used in murder 
and manslaughter laws. 
He told the committee the 
bill 
would 
bring 
"the 
intentional unlawful killing 
of a fetus under the laws. 
The lawmaker introduced 
the bill last month after the 
state Supreme Court ruled 
that a fetus could not be 
considered a human being 
under the legal definition of 
murder. Biddle said he was 
“ shocked and disappointed*’ 
at the ruling and introduced 
his 
bill 
■‘ in 
d irect 
response.** 
Originally the bill covered 
the killing of a fetus past the 
20th week of pregnancy, but 
Biddle amended it to include 
fetuses at 
any 
stage of 
development 
Abortions 
legal 
under 
present law would remain 
legal,

said.

any 
abortion, legal or illegai, 
performed with the consent 
of the mother would not be 
murder. 
It 
would

White vinegar should be 
used so as not to stain the shoe. I find this is even safe 
for white shoes. I once read this in an English magazine

The 
rates come around once every 10. 


It was in 1960 that s p o r t - ____ 
ing America last focused its 
attention on the sleeveless 
men who played their base­ 
ball on the banks of the Mo- 
nongahela, A lleg h en y and 
Ohio Rivers in a venerable 
ball yard called F o r b e s 
Field. The Pirates won the 
W o r l d S e r i e s that year, 
beating the New York Yan­ 
kees in seven games, and 
then 
floated out for nine 
years of celestial slumber. 


Three p r e s i d e n t s and 
three baseball commission­ 
ers later, in midseason of 
1970, 
the 
P i r a t e s reap­ 
peared in the high heavens 
of the N a t i o n a l League 
standings but. like Hailey’s 
comet itself will discover in 
1986, a lot of things have 
changed since the last visit. 
The Pirates are chasing the 
Mets now and back in 1960. 
you might recall, the only 
Met fans in New York were 
applauding Lucia de Lam- 
mermoor. not Hobie Land- 
rith. 


Reappearing on the hori­ 
zon, too. are three men from 
that Pirate team, each a 
little plumper than the last 
time anybody noticed them. 
Danny 
Murtaugh. 
Roberto 
Clemente and Bill Mazer- 
oski, now that Forbes Field 
itself has inhaled its last 
paving customer, 
are the 
onlv 
remaining 
relics

that October day nearly 10 
vears ago when the steel 
mills s t o p p e d s p e w i n g 
smoke and men came up 
from the coal mines to cele­ 
brate in the s t r e e t s the 
world championship.

Rays of hope 


What with the multitude ot crises which seem to fill 
the world horizon in these times, the occasional hint 
ot good news comes along as a welcome and 
sometimes surprising relief. 
Such is the case with reports from Vienna on the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks — or SALT, as our 
passion 
tor 
tricky 
acronyms 
has 
tagged 
this 
potentially historic confrontation. They don't make 
banner headlines because there is as yet nothing 
sensational to report — no breakthrough concessions, 
no hard-won agreements on treaty wording. But 
observers ot the Vienna sessions are persistently 
encouraging that the United States and Soviet Union 
are moving, in fact, toward agreement to cool the 
nuclear arm s race. 
W hat is under discussion in Vienna is the very basis 
of the world power equation — the capabilities of the 
two superpowers to devastate each otner, and the rest 
ot the world in the process, and their willingness to 
place limits on those capabilities, and possibly even 
reduce them. 
SALT was a long time in the preparation and will be 
a long time in the playing out. But the very fact that it 
can continue, and progress, despite Indochina, the 
Mideast and other major and minor points of conflict 
must be taken as significant. 
SALT also serves as a significant rem inder that 
other talks on other issues are going on at several 
other points. Most proinently, of course, around a 
square table in Paris. The four-party wrangle over 
Vietnam has so far been primarily a propaganda 
exercise in charges and countercharges, but no

delegation has yet written them off, packed up and 
gone home, hey are still there and available shouldthe 
moment and inclination for serious negotiations ever 
come. 
Quiet words continue to be exchanged about the 
tinderbox Mideast. The Big Four talks begun at the 
United Nations with considerable fanfare last year, 
and then virtually written off when no basis for 
agreement immediately surfaced, have not been 
abondoned. Nothing substantial has come out of it as 
yet, but the talking continues. While a Mideast 
settlement, il such is ever achieved, must be first the 
decision and the work of Arab and Israeli, it must also 
include the outside torces which are the real power in 
ths struggle. 
These sam e four great powers are also talking 
quietly about a problem of 25 years — Berlin. Again, 
nothing ot 
substance so far reported, 
but 
the 
continuing contact serves to keep the Berlin issue off 
the crisis list, and that is something in itself. 
And last, and probably also least at the present 
frigid state of relations, there are the Warsaw “ talks” 
between the am bassadors to Poland of the United 
States and Communits China. This m arathon series 
has been most noted for numerous changes of 
participants, 
lengthy 
silences 
and 
frequent 
postponements. But contact continues. 
All of this may appear to be a great deal of talk for 
very little of substance to show for it. 
But as has been noted at a previous delicate stage of 
modern history, talk, talk has its points as an 
alternative to war. war. 


British education 


School Supt. Glen Wegner told the 
school board Tuesday what a lot of 
experts have been telling the public 
for some time, namely that we may 
be unintentionally creating dumb 
students in the classroom. 
His rem arks were based on a 
survey ot 
British infant schools 
recently. 
Wegner told the board that the 
British system 
has been 
under 
way since the end ot World War II. 
In fact some aspects of the present 
system seem to have originated 
as a result ot the 
strictures ot Ger­ 
m a n 
b o m b i n g . 
Wegner 
explained 
ttiat teachers had to 
conduct classes ot 
mixed age groups in 
the restricted areas 
ot a bomb shelter 
and thus was born 
the realization 
the 
class size was not 
an automatic disad­ 
vantage 
and 
that 
mixed age classes 
had a great deal ot 
merit. 
The classes studied by Wegner 
were composed ot 
kindergarten 
through the next couple of grades. 
Some educators have argued tor 
some time that a child learns best or 


at least a great deal from his peers 
or from other children who are just 
a step ahead, agewise. 
It s kind of an impromptu, one to 
one kind ot thing that has apparently 
borne fruit in Britain, according to 
Wegner. 
The 
British 
system 
is 
not 
universal but it will be in time, 
indicating a growing acceptance of 
the program Classes are limited to 
40 students and from what Wegner 
says the larger class sizes may even 
have advantages. Current thought in 
the I nited States is that there is a 
direct correlation between adequate 
learning and reduced class size. 
1 here has been intense pressure 
especially in such large centers as 
Los Angeles and New York to keep 
the size below 25 students per class. 
Wegner was emphatic that the 
British system was producing more 
personal responsibility among the 
younger students, because of an 
unstructured classroom program; 
and more than that was generating 
more genuine personal enthusiasml 
Wegner 
noted 
that 
the 
British 
schools patterned after those he 
surveyed, were doing a better job of 
educating the young, and at less 
cost He said that the system was 
based 
on 
practicality 
in 
the 
m aterials used in the classroom. 
Basic reasoning was encouraged in

contrast to learning by rote. And the 
children brought all kinds of odds 
and ends from home to add the class 
lessons. 
For 
example 
children 
might bring bottle caps, pieces of 
string, 
paper, 
bottles, 
boxes or 
whatever. A math lesson might be 
illustrated by the strategic shifting 
ot a series of bottle caps. 
Wegner 
called 
the duplicating 
processes ol local schools the worst 
crutch that we have. He noted that 
the 
British 
schools avoided the 
hazard of having copies of the same 
m aterial in the hands of all students. 
Color slides of some ot the British 
schools indicated that the students 
were doing different things*at the 
same 
time. 
There 
were 
few 
blackboards and the walls of the 
rooms were jam m ed not with neat 
e x a m p le s 
of 
c o m m e rc ia l 
or 
professional art work, but rather 
with 
the spontaneous results of 
unstructured thinking. 
Wegner 
noted 
that 
a 
teacher 
fre q u e n tly 
d e v o te d 
d u r a b le 
moments of private instruction to an 
individual or small groups while 
other groups in the sam e room were 
pursuing 
th eir 
own 
c o u rse s 
independently. 
The aim ol much of this was to 
develop individual thinking rather 
than the structured thinking of a 
textbook, and at the sam e time 
accord the individual the kind of 
personal respect and consideration 
that in Wegner s view inspired the 
keenest interest. 
The British schools make valuable 
use ot student aides who apparently 
develop such a close relationship 
with the young students that they 
are able to compile a thoroughlv 
grounded historv ot each individual 
child. 
Wegner said the experience had 
been a valuable one and that it 
would 
be 
reflected 
in 
his own 
thoughts on education. More on this 
later.

3. The Conservative Party of New 
York, founded in 1962 to wield a 
counter-vailing influence in New 
York politics against the Liberal

Buckley, a registered Republican,

significantly, he got four times as 
many votes as George Wallace, and 
over twice as many as any third- 
party candidate in the history ol 
New York State.

Obviously, the White House cannot

Buckley

Goodell, because to do so would be 
to 
repudiate 
the 
Republican 
organization. 
However, 
it would 
appear as obvious that the White 
House would prefer the victory of 
Buckley, a registered Republican 
who, on entering the Senate, would 
line up with the Nixon forces. 
5. There are those, howver, who 


will be counselling the President 
against 
support, 
however 
attenuated, for someone running on 
a third-party ticket. That would 
further the Balkanization of the 
American 
two-party 
system. 
In 
lact, the arguments to the contrary 
are more persuasive. What Richard 
Nixon tears most, or should fear 
most, is the Wallace Right. Insofar 
as gentlemen with the voting record 
of Charles Goodell succeed, through 
the machinations of party bosses, in 
imposing 
t hems el ves 
as 
representatives of the Republican 
P arty in the Senate of the United 
States, 
there 
is 
resentm ent. 
Resentment by those who believe 
that 
the 
Republican 
Party 
is 
indifferent to what they understand 


to be Republican principles. 
There is the further factor. If New 
York 
R ep u b lican s 
rep u d ia te 
Goodell, 
they 
are 
indirectly 
instructing successor - managers of 
the New York Republican Party 
th a t 
th ey 
d e s ir e 
m o d e r a te 
candidates to represent them. In so 
doing, 
surely 
they 
increase the 
strength of the Republican Party 
nationally, which has everything to 
gain from discouraging the right- 
wing third parties that are always 
threatening, as in Virginia, New 
J e rs e y , 
and 
else w h e re . 
The 
argum ents add up to a decorously 
active White House backing for 
Jam es L. Buckley, and to a neglect, 
somewhat 
less 
than 
benign, 
of 
Charles Goodell.
